The young editor who assassinated 
Mohandas K. Gandhi and the man 
who told him to do it were sprung 
simultaneously through a gallows 
trap at the Ambala central jail 
this morning. Their bodies were 
cremated 
immediately afterward.

Acheson to Try 
to Gain Release 
of U. S. Envoy 


Washington Nov. 15 (/P) — Sec- 
retary of State 
Acheson 
returns 


from Europe today to face a prob 
lem that has some of his top men 
boiling mad and at their wit's end. 
The problem: How to free Amer- 


ican Consul Angus Ward and four 
of his staff from a Chinese com- 
munist jail, presumably at 
Muk- 


den in Manchuria. 


Privately, aides of Acheson say 
the i m p r i s o nment of Ward is 
barbaric" and they are irked be- 
ond question at the Chinese com- 
umisls. They are not however, 
t the point of acting on informal 
uggestlons that the U. -S. take a 
ig slick to the communists in the 
orm ot military force or threat of 
orce. 


Ward's captivity has 
stretched 
ut to three weeks, and the Chinese 
ommunists a u t h o r i t ies have 
nade it plain they are in no hurry 
o do anything about it. They have 
vithhcld all information about the
